Continued Horrors at Kilwankee. 


MILWAUKEE, Jan. 12.—Up till evening five 


bodies, if five little heaps of charred human 
flesh maybe called bodies, were found in the 
ruins of the Newhall house.

Six-Story ttotel Fire ia St. Lotus. 
Sr. Louis, Jan 14.—A fire broke out shortly 


al ter four o'clock this merning in the kitchen 
of the Planters' house, occupying the block 
on Fonrth street, between Pine and Chestnut 
streets. It extended to the pantry and store- 
room and servants' quarters, all in the build- 
ing, bat in the rear of-and detached from the 
hotel, which was not injured. The fire was 
discovered by the fireman of the house, who 
tnea to extinguish it, but finding that im- 
possible he sounded the electric alarm and 
in three minutes the hotel was a bedlam. 
Nearly three hundred people, filled with the 
horrible recollections ot the Milwaukee holo- 
caust, were dashing hither and thither th rough 
the main corridors and down the several 
stairways into the office and street. The 
hotel employes acted with good sense and 
promptness, rapping long and loud on every 
door in the house, and five minutes later 
making a second trip to be sure that everj one 
was up and advise i of the danger., Very few 
'waited to dre^, an smoke from the rear of 
the building where tha fire was located had 
aheady invaded the corridors .ml was nuking 
its way slowly into the rooms. Stjppmg only 
to grab a tew articles oE clothing, man, wo- 
men and children fled in dwtnay and would 
not halt even in the commodious mam office, 
where was light, comfort and little smose.' 
As the engines, tha fiis of which arrived 
with n fifty seconds of the sounding of the 
alarm, dashed np to the hotel, the stream of 
fugitives began to pour from its do >rs. There 
were men wi.h naught but their underclothes 
and women with but a night dress and pos- 
sibty a shawl or cloak over their shoulders 
and little children ha.-tily bundled mbl .nkets 
or other wraps. Few wore sho^s and a great 
miny were m their bare feet. The lights of 
tha Kepublican aud Globe-Dec locrat offices 
and of a gambling house, all of wh;ch were 
at n distance of a bl jck, led the half crazed 
people to a temporary retnge of warmth.

•HUH! nrst file with rae register a written 
notice of Lis intention, describing the 
laud and giving the names of four wit- 
nesses by whom the facts as to.settlement, 
continuous residence, cultivation, etc., 
are to be established. This notice must 
be accompanied by a deposit of money 
sufficient to pay the cost of publishing 
the notice which the register is required 
to publish for thirty days (five times) in a 
newspapei designated by him, or arrange 
with the publisher of the paper therefor. 
Notice is also posted in the land office 
for the same period. 


Final proof cannot be made until the 


expiration of five years from the date of 
entry, and must be made within two 
years thereafter. In making final proof 
the homestead settler may appear in per- 
son at the district land office with his 
witnesses and there make the affidavit 
and proof required, or he may, if by rea- 
•son of bodily infirmity or distance, it is 
inconvenient for him to appear at the 
land office with his witnesses, appear be- 
fore the judge of a court of record of the 
county and State, or district and terri- 
tory in which the land is situated, and 
there make final proof. When a home- 
stead settler dies before he can prove up 
the widow, or in case of her death, her 
heirs, may continue settlement and ob- 
tain title upon requisite proof at the 
proper time. 
In case of death of both 
narents, leaving infant children, the 
homestead may be sold for cash for the 
benefit of the children, and purchaser 
will receiye title. 


The sale of a homestead claim to an- 


other party before completion of title is 
not recognized. In making final proof 
the settler must swear that no part of the 
land has been alienated 
except for 


church, cemetery, or school purposes, or 
right of way of railroad. 


Homestead claims may be relinquish- 


ed, but in such cases the land reverts to 
the government. If a settler does not 
wish to remain five years on his tract, he 
may pay for it, as under pre-emption law, 
in cash or warrants at any time after six 
months of actual residence. This proof 
must be made before the district officers. 
Homesteaders are allowed six months 
after entry to commence improvements 
and establish residence. 


The law allows but one homestead 
privilege to any one persuu. 


Every person who served not less than 


ninety days in the army or navy of the 
United States during "the recent rebel-' 
lion," who was honorably discharged 
and has remained loyal to the govern- 
ment, mav enter a homestead, and the 
time of his service shall be deducted 
from the period of five years, provided 
that the party shall reside upon and cul- 
tivate his homestead at least one year 
after he commences improvements. The 
widow of a soldier, or, if she be dead or 
has married again, the minor heirs (if 
any) may, through their guardian, make 
a homestead entry, and if the soldier 
died in the service, the whole term of hia. 
enlistment will be credited upon the 
the term of required residence. Soldiers 
and sailors as above may file a homestead 
declaratory statement for 160 acres of 
land through an agent, after which they 
have six months to file their homestead.

THE new Sioux treaty provides for the ces- 


sion of about 1,000,000 acres of land. The 
various bands shall be on separate reserva- 
tions. 
The Indians relinquish allot the 


great Sioux reservation ' excepting certain 
portions set apart as separate reservations 
for them. In consideration of this cession 
on the part of the Indians, the United States 
agreed that each head of a family may select 
320 or not exceeding 400 acres out of this 
reservation, for each of his children living at 
the ratification of this agreement, under the 
age of eighteen years. The United States 
further agrees to furnish to the Indians 25 - 
000 cows and 1,000 bulls, to be distributed 
among the dzffeient reservations. The gov- 
ernment is also to deliver to each family one 
good cow and one well broken pair of oxen, 
with yoke aud chain. Each reservation is 
also to be furnished a carpenter, miller, engi- 
neer, farmer and blacksmith for a period of 
ten years. Ihe sixteenth-and thirty-sixtn 
sections of each township in each reserva- 
tion are to be reserved for school purposes. 
1 he Indians now receiving 
rations at 
Standing Rock agency, D. T., are to be given 
a separate reservation, described as follows: 
.Beginning at & point at low water mark on 
the east bank of the Missouri river, opposite 
the Cannon Ball river; thenca down said east 
bank atong said low water mark to a point 
opposite the month of Grand nver; theacc 
westerly to said Grand river, and along the 
middle channel ot the same to its intersec- 
tion with the 102 deg. longitude; thence 
north alongsaid meridian to its intersection 
with the south branch of Gannon Ball river 
to its intersection with the main body of the 
Cannon Ball river aud down said main Can- 
non BaU river to the Missouri river to the 
place of beginning.
